Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: With regard to the double patenting rejection, applicant pointed out 
that the specification of the '292 application defines thermoplastic resin in a way which excludes rubber. The examiner 
agreed that this would distinguish the claimed invention. With regard to the art rejection, applicant pointed out that in 
WO '296 requires the use intertwined agglomerates of carbon fibers while the instant invention has uniformly dispersed 
carbon fibers. The examiner suggested that the claims should be amended to more fully reflect this distinction and/or 
applicant could present data that showed that the spin/spin relaxation time set forth in the claims would only be present 
if uniformly mixed discrete fibers were used. Applicant agreed to consider these suggestions .
